Sir: 


It will be necessary to increase the gold coinage at your Mint as the large importation and 
exchange of gold bullion has largely diminished the amount of gold coin in the Treasury. 


If possible I desire you to coin Eagles and Half Eagles at a rate of not less than 
$5,000,000 of each per month. To enable you to do this, if necessary I will reduce your allotment 
of standard silver dollars or you are authorized temporarily to increase your force and to work 
such overtime as may be necessary to accomplish the result desired. Should this appear to 
increase the monthly expense at your institution above the proportion of the specific 
appropriations for Wages and Contingent Expenses, advances will be made you from the 
appropriation for the coinage of silver dollars, as may be necessary.
